The president said it ''seemed in­ 
creasingly necessary" that he should 
make such a report, because he had 
read many speeches about the treaty 
and was unable to gather from ani 
of them what the treaty contained. 
Speaking to a crowd which jam ­ 
med Memorial Hall, the seating ca­ 
pacity of which was estimated at 
four thousand, the president’s dec­ 
larations were frequently interrupt­ 
ed 
by 
cheers. 
The 
meeting 
was 
presided over by Dr. W. O. Thomp­ 
son, 
president 
of the Ohio State 
University, and the president was 
introduced 
by 
former 
governor 
James E. Campbell as "the first cit­ 
izen of the big, round world." 
Mr. Wilson began by saying that ' 
he "chafed under the confinement 
at Washington.” and was glad to get 
out to make his representations to 
the people. 
‘In the first place,” he 
said, "the treaty undertakes to pun­ 
ish Germany, but there is no thought 
to overwhelm or crush any one peo­ 
ple.’ 
Restraint had been exercised, he 
said. and there was provision for 
making the reparations no greater 
than Germany could afford to pay. 
The president said he had been as­ 
tonished at statements made about 
the treaty, and was confident that 
many of them were made by men 
who had not read it or who had fail­ 
ed to comprehend its meaning.

The traditional signs of nature bespeak for it 
fair skies; balmy air, blending into healthful crispness 
and enough precipitation to insure ample development of 
the season’s crops and flowers.
